Hwan-foo. T'ae-shuh repented--of - his] 
course, saying, ‘if ‘I had sooner fol- 
lowed the advice of Ssze-ch‘an, things 
would not have. come to this.” He, 
then raised his troops, and attacking the 
robbers of Hwan-foo, killed them. all, on 
which robbers (generally) diminished and 
disappeared.

WHY a WOMAN OAN’T THROW 4 
STONY. : 


* "The praotico of a whole lifo will not enable 
a woman to throw a stono with grade and 
It as one of the first and 
‘moat knotty physiological probloma which 
presented itself to‘our youthful mind—why 
cur big sister, when abe tried to throw a 
snowball ot us, almost invariably sont. it 
careering over the top of the house, while 
wo, in turo, could pop her in the ear almost 
every time, It may be that wo took a mean 
advantage of this diaorimination, of naturo 
in our behalf against our slater, and it may 
be that we improved the ' opportunity-to 
rake her fore and ait whenever she came 
within firing distance. But that is neither 
here nor there, As time passed on and we 
increaséd ofr atook of observation, we naw 
the other fellows’ sisters labored under 
abont the same disadvantages that ours did 
in the matter of throwlng any kind of 
missile.

STEERING ORDERS. 


The following letter has been. addreased 
to tha Pall Malt Gazette by Mr W. 8. Lacon 
—Sir, @ story of “port” and “ star- 
board” is"é very. curious one, and now that 
the subject of collisions is oceupying the 
attention. of the country it will no doubt 
receive requisite consideration.

THE STORY OF MEHEMET ALIS © 
: - MURDER. 


- Salonica, Sept. 18. 

The news of the untoward fate of the 
gallant Mehemet All and hix suite has 
resched- you, long ago by.” telegraph. 
Although the catastrophe occurred eight 
deys since, no coherent statement. of the 
ocourrences at Diakovo reached Salonica 
untll to-night. By this evening’s train o 
brothor-in-lav of Mehemet Ali,, Edhem 
Bey, and a wounded servant of the same 
general, arrived from the intertor, having 
narrowly escaped in disguise, 1 hasten to 
givé you the: substance of their. verbal 
report to the Governor here, as repeated 
to me by that officlal almost immediately 
after the interview. 

When the decision of the Congress relative 
to the cessions to the Principalities and the 
Austrian ocoupation was made known in 
Southern Bosnia, the -{nhabitants — in 
especial the Ghega Albanians ~assembled 
in large numbers, and publicly de¢lared the 
Sultan-incapable of guarding their rights. 
They then took a solemn oath of fraternity 
for the defence of their country against all 
‘aggression or change. © This declaration waa 
drawn up in due form, and signed by all 
who had taken the oath. Foremost among 
the signers were three leading Albanian 
chieftains~Abdullah Pasha, Bairam Boy, 
and Shakyr Boy--mon of great influence in 
the. country ;indeed, Bairam alone, it is 
said, could command the services of 5,000 
armed adherents.

bable that inthe majority of such instan- 
ces the pipe has nothing at all to do with 
his punishment, the.charge of oplum- 
smoking being a convenient exouse for 
enabling superior officials to~mnark their 
displeasure on inferior ones, cane, 
apparently of this nature, has redei 
attention in the Peking Gazette of late, 
About eight months.ago, according ‘to 
the records appearing from time to time 
in the Gazette, one Tseng Shan-hun, a 
oashiered magistrate, petitioned the court 
of Censors, representing that he had been 
the viotim of an unjust denunciation in 
regard to opium smolring, His atory.
